Fire Monday ^evening about half 
past eight o'clock damaged tho house 
at the rear of the Methodist parsonage 
t Hinted by John 
C'oetley 
and com* 
pletely m ined the contents 
The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by a lighted cigarette thrown 
into a box where kindling and paper 
were kept and the blaze is thought to 
have smouldered for some tim e before 
the fire was discovered. 


Mr. Coetley was at the Methodist 
church of which be is sexton when the 
fire started and Mrs. Costley was v isit­ 
ing friends in another part of 
town. 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles W illiam s 
live 
with the Cost leys and bad ju st returned 
home when the smoke was first discov 
ered, aud they lost no tim e iii giving 
an alarm. 
Neighbors hurried to the scene with 
buckets and managed to get some water 
or. the fire which started 
to spread 
rapidly. A scarcity of water hindered 
the work of the energetic 
bucket b ri­ 
gade, however and by the tim e the com­ 
pany arrived the tire was tieyond con 
tro). A line of hose was soon working 
and it was then hut a 
few m inutes 
u n til the fire was extinguished. 
A dense smoke was ta m e by asouth 
wind from the foot of Baltim ore 
H ill 
all over the northern section of town 
Even in the Square the smoke was very 
noticeable and when the fire ta ll was 
first rung it was impossible to locate 
tta scene of the trouble and the com­ 
pany stood idle for some moments be­ 
fore they found which way to take the 
apparatus. 
The cigarette which is b la rn e y e r 
the fire is thought to have lieen thrown 
into the tax which contained the in 
flammable m aterial by one of the men 
who lived in the bouse. 
The smoke 
was tin t discovered near the chimney 
where Inis tax was kept and was so 
dense th at the exact location of the 
source of th* fire could not ta ascer­ 
tained. 
It was thought by those fight 
ing the fire that it had originated from 
a defective Hue but there had been 
no fire in the house all afternoon or

Has Informed Lisbon T hat 
Country Cannot Be Used to Foster 


Designs A gainst Spain. 


Madrid. April ll.—An embryo re­ 
public has been proclaimed at C anu­ 
las de Aceitune, in the province of 
Malaga. 
The populace of the town rebelled 
against the royal authority and at­ 
tacked the barracks of the civil guard. 
Several persons were wounded in 
the fighting that followed. 
Troops are being sent to the scene. 
The governm ent does not consider the 
rebellious incident as a serious affair. 
The Republicans are somewhat ex­ 
cited over the movement in M alaga 
province. The easy overturn of the 
Portuguese m onarchy appears to have 
inspirited the Republicans, who, dur­ 
ing the last two weeks, have been 
using the F errer debate in the cham ­ 
ber of deputies as a means of agitat­ 
ing against the m onarchical regime. 
Had the 
insurrectionary outbreak 
occurred near the Portuguese frontier 
it would have given more concern to 
the governm ent, whlh is determ ined 
not to tolerate the intervention of the 
Portuguese Republicans in Spanish af­ 
fairs. 
The governm ent already has m ade 
representations on several occasions 
at Lisbon 
regarding the num ber of 
Portuguese who are in close corres­ 
pondence with Spanish 
Republicans 
and plotting for a republic in Spain. 
This governm ent is not hostile to Por­ 
tugal, but has informed the provis­ 
ional governm ent that Portugal can­ 
not be used as a base for the promo­ 
tion of designs against the Spanish 
monarchy without awakening serious 
distrust on the part of the governm ent 
at Madrid. 
The cabinet has considered what ac­ 
tion should he taken in the event of 
anarchy in Portugal as a consequence 
of a prolonged civil war between mon­ 
archists and republicans In the event 
of such a situation Spain for her own 
security almost certainly would inter 
vene. 
By the m ilitary element the occupa­ 
tion of Portugal is regarded as som e­ 
thing easy of accomplishment. The 
Spanish troops are well equipped for 
field work and the Spanish garrisons 
on the Portuguese frontier are being 
strengthened. 
Canulas de Aceitune is a town of 
about 5000 in habitants in the Velaz- 
Malaga district in the southern part 
of the province of Malaga. 
Malaga 
province borders on the M editerran­ 
ean, its capital. Malaga, being fifty- 
five miles northeast of G ibraltar.

Decision Reverses Lower Courts and 


Absolves Contractor Fined For Vie- 


lation— Is Special Legislation. 


Philadelphia, April ll.—In an opin­ 
ion by Justice Htewart the supreme 
court delivered a knock-out blow to 
I the act of July 26, 1897, known as the 
j eight-hour law, by reversing the 
bu 
perior court in sustaining the quarter 
sessions court of Allegheny county, 
which upheld the constitutionality of 
toe act and imposed a fine on a con 
tractor for violation thereof. 
The appellant was John F. Casey 
who employed 
men for more than 
eight hours a day under a contract 
with the city of Pittsburg for the con 
Btruction of a filtration plant in 19M8 
Casey was fined $50 by the lower 
court, and took an appeal to the su 
perior court on the ground that the 
act of July 26, 1897, regulating the 
hours of mechanics, working men and 
laborers in the employ of the state or 
municipal corporations therein, or oth 
erwise engaged on public work by re­ 
stricting such employment to eight 
hours a day, making a violation there 
oi a misdemeanor and fixing the max 
Imum penalty at $1000 fine, was un 
constitutional. 
The superior court, in an opinion 
by Judge Oriady, decided the law to 
be constitutional, but the 
supreme 
court reverses the judgment of the 
superior court as well as the court of 
quarter sessions of Allegheny county, 
and orders the discharge of the de 
feridant, holding that the eight hour 
law offends against section 7, article 
3, of the constitution, which forbids 
special legislation regulating labor. 
The decision of the supreme court 
will have a far-reaching effect in Phil 
adelphia, where the eight-hour law 
operates on ail municipal work, ac­ 
cording to Assistant City Solicitor Fin* 
letter, 
who, however, 
qualified bis 
ststement by saying that he had not 
read the full text of the decision 
“If municipalities, notwithstanding 
the clear distinction between their 
governmental and 
proprietary pow 
era. are nevertheless to be regarded 
in whatever they do as instrumental! 
tie* and agents of the sovereign pow­ 
er,” says Justice Stewart, “then it 
follows that inasmuch as the state. 
like the individual, can limit the hours 
of labor of Its own employes, it may 
impose 
what 
regulation it chintses 
upon 
Its 
subordinate 
subdivisions, 
since the servants of the latter are 
the servants of the former. 
“If, however, the distinction Is to 
lie allowed, and municipalities w It Ii 
respect to matters not political and 
governmental, but proprietary and pri­ 
vate, are to he regarded as private cor 
poratlons with corresponding power* 
and duties, then the inquiry must be 
whether the act in question is a spe­ 
cial or general law. 
“The (asea show conclusively that 
with us municipal corporations exist 
in this dual character, and that also 
those concerns which are not govern­ 
mental and political, they enjoy the 
rights and are subject to the duties 
which attach to private corporations 
Under the doctrine asserted In all our 
ca.*es the city of Pittsburg, in con 
st meting its filtration plant as a ne 
ternary part of Its water system, was 
not exercising a right of sovereignty, 
was not therefore an agent or instru 
mentality of the state, but was acting 
as a private corporation. 
“Tile classification here attempted 
is not with a view to meet the wants 
of municipal corporations as dlstin 
guishahle from other corporations, but 
to ameliorate labor conditions, and it 
rests on neither distinction nor dif­ 
ference."

The coma which preceded death was 
the sign that cirrhosis of the liver and 
Bright’s disease had run their course 
Mrs. Johnson, herself 111 with grief;

Loft in Johnson were the devoted fam­ 
ily group at the bedside when Mr. 
Johnson’s breathing stopped.

Began Work at 15. 
Tom L. Johnson was born in Blue 
Springs, Ky., July 18, 1854 His father, 
General William Johnson, a Kentucky 
legislator, lost his fortune in the Ctvil 
War, and at fifteen young Johnson was 
thrown on his own resources. He got 
a job as driver of a horse car in 
Louisville, and thus entered the busi­ 
ness In which he later made fame and 
fortune. Later he became chief of po 
lice of Louisville, but he soon be< ante 
interested financially in the street tar 
systems of Indianapolis, 
Cleveland, 
I adroit and Brooklyn. 
He was practically at the height of 
i most successful career as a att cit 
railway magnate, when, in 1888, he 
retired from 
business to tarry out 
cherished ideas of 
social 
reform*, 
among which was that of three cent 
railway fares. This idea had been Im­ 
parted to him by Henry George, whose 
Influence over Johnson’s entire life 
dated from the time when, on a rail 
road train, Johnson bought a copy of 
George’s “Social Problems.*’ latter the 
two became fast friends and worked 
together on various reforms. 
On George’s advice. Johnson enter­ 
ed politics, running first for congress. 
Ile was defeated In his first campaign 
on the free trade issue. latter he was 
elected, serving two terms, front 1390 
to I894. Here one of his most note 
worthy achievements was the ruse 
by which he forced the printing of lite 
entire next of Henry George's “Protec 
Hon or Free Trade” into the Congree 
slonal Record and Its free distribution 
to the entire country. 
Johnson was defeated in the Re 
publican landslide of 1894, but in l^*1 
he was elected mayor of Cleveland 
and be then began his real life's work 
tiiat of establishing three cont ‘cat 
fare. For years he kept up tile fight 
and as a result Cleveland today st ii 
(.as the threc-eent fare, although not 
exactly tinder the conditions he had 
hefted for. 
His various terms as mayor wen 
marked by a continual fight against 
special privilege, with the result tha* 
lie quickly won the title of “ Mayor of 
the Best Governed City In the United 
States.” 
In 19o3 he ran for governor and was 
defeated, but he was elected mayor 
again in 19o5. He met final defeat in 
1910. 
Although he had been In poor health 
since then, he had hoped to the last 
to recuperate sufficiently to enter the 
next mayoralty campaign.' Duriug the 
last few months of his life most of 
Ills time was employed In writing his 
autobiography. 
Johnson married early in life Mar 
garet J. Johnson, daughter of the Con­ 
federate colonel, Robert Johnson, at 
Louisville Mrs. Johnson and two chil 
dren, Mrs. Bessie Johnson 
Marlani 
and liOftin Edwards Johnson, survive 
him.
